This superiority may not be so obvious on superficial exam¬ 
ination, but its real existence becomes convincingly apparent in 
actual service.

The Corners 


The Sides - 


The Corners — The corners, sides and back are formed on 
a gradual curve, allowing the earth to run back readily, and 
making the scraper easy to fill to its greatest capacity. 


The Sides— The sides at the front are not sheared off, as 
with all other makes of scrapers, but are carried up on a line 
with the top. This prevents the scraper from spilling dirt on the 
haul—keeps the runway smooth and avoids the unnecessary 
wear on the point when returning from the dump. 


The Thick Center 


The Thick Center— By a method of stamping exclusively 
our own the full thickness of steel in our scraper is preserved 
at the point of greatest wear. Every other make of drag scrap¬ 
er is stretched thin at the center in the process of stamping. 
The thick center is a distinctive feature of the “Sidney” con¬ 
struction which explains why our scrapers wear longer than any 
other scraper manufactured.

The Flange —Our scraper is made of steel as 
heavy in gauge as that used by any competitor, 
and has the advantage of a flange projecting 
around the upper edge of the bowl, which makes 
it 25 per cent, stiffer than a scraper of the same 
gauge without flange. Our flange has been im¬ 
itated by competitors on certain light weight, 
inferior styles that require a flange to make 
them stiff enough to be of any service whatever. 
If the flange is an advantage on a light weight 
scraper, as our competitors admit by copying the 
design on their inferior grade, it is of similar ad¬ 
vantage on a heavy weight scraper and should 
likewise be furnished on their better grade. 
This is not done, however, so ours remain the 
only high grade full weight, standard quality 
drag scrapers with flanged top. 


The Bail is of solid forged steel, amply strong 
and durable to withstand the greatest strain. 

The Swivel, of heavy forged steel, turns 
freely in a reinforced socket, thus permitting 
the scraper to be dumped sidewise if desired. 

The Hooks and Handle Sockets are of 

heavy steel, securely riveted in place. 

The Runners, of especially hardened steel 
are fastened firmly to the scraper with deep 
countersunk-head rivets. 

The Extra Bottom Plate, used on double 
bottom scrapers, is made of very hard steel, at¬ 
tached solidly to the bottom with countersunk 
rivets. 

The Handles, made of the best quality of 
hardwood, are tapered to fit rigidly in the 
sockets. 


Briefly, “Sidney” Scrapers Are Superior for the 
Following Reasons: 


1st. They wear longer because of the “Thick 
Center.” 

2nd. They are stronger and more rigid because 
of the “Flanged Top.” 

3rd. They have greater carrying capacity, be¬ 
cause the back is high and the sides are 
not unnecessarily sheared away. 


4th. They fill easier because the inside lines are 
mechanically correct. 

5th. They enter the ground more readily, be 
cause the point is better shaped. 

6th. They are lighter draft, because they are so 
balanced as to ride more steadily and with 
less friction.

T HE GROUND should be thoroughly plowed, leaving no uncut 
ridges between the furrows. The wheeler to be loaded is 
driven on to the plowed ground and the man who is to do the 
filling (the loader) unlatches the pan and elevates the long lever, 
(Johnson bar) which permits the pan to drop to the ground. 

The loader then raises up on the Johnson bar with one hand, 
lifting the scraper handle slightly with the other hand to tilt the 
pan so that the forward motion of the team will pull the pan into 
the ground. The team then completes the loading. The loader 
can ease the strain when necessary by pulling back on the Johnson 
bar, which has the effect of decreasing the depth of the cut. The 
maximum depth of cut is controlled by the set of adjustable hound 
hooks which automatically engage the hooks on the side of the pan 
when the wheeler is in filling position, , 

The adjustable hooks (an exclusive feature on Sidney wheel¬ 
ers) enable wheeler users to vary the depth of cut to suit condi¬ 
tions of the work. The hound hooks have a series of three holes 
in the ends which are attached to the hounds. When the hook is 
attached through the middle hole, the maximum depth of cut is 
fixed at a point which experience has proven to be most satisfact¬ 
ory for normal working conditions. Set in this position in ordin¬ 
ary ground, the wheeler will fill in about ten feet forward travel 
when allowed to suck in to the maximum depth. In sand or loose, 
light soil, the hooks may be set in the hole farthest from the pro¬ 
truding end. This has the effect of lengthening the hooks rnd in¬ 
creasing the depth of cut, making it possible to completely fill the 
scraper in approximately five feet forward travel. When the hook 
is attached in the hole closest to the protruding end, the depth of 
cut is decreased, requiring approximately twenty feet travel in or¬ 
der to fill the wheeler without resorting to manipulation of the 
Johnson bar. This shallow cut adjustment is very valuable to 
grading contractors for bottoming or finishing to grade. 

When the bowl is filled and while the team is in motion, the 
loader pulls down on the Johnson bar until the latch at the back of 
the bowl catches. The team is then turned sharply to the right or 
left and is driven to the dump. On arriving at the dump, the man 
employed for that purpose elevates the Johnson bar, or handle, 
thus depressing the point of the scraper until it catches in the 
ground. The forward motion of the team completes the dumping. 
The wheeler is righted to carrying position by slightly backing 
the team. * 

The No. 2 wheeler is the size most generally used. Each 
wheeler requires a team of two horses and, under ordinary condi¬ 
tions, the wheeler team loads the wheeler unassisted, although in 
very hard ground it is advisable to use a snatch team. In such 
cases snatch rods can be attached to No. 2 wheelers at slight addi¬ 
tional cost. Nos. 2\ and 3 wheelers are regularly equipped with 
snatch rods. 

The ordinary practice is to operate wheelers in gangs. The 
number of wheeled scrapers in a gang depends upon the length of 
haul to the dump. When a snatch team is used, have just as many 
wheelers as will keep the snatch team and loader busy. If too 
many wheelers are used, the teams and drivers arc obliged to await 
their turns and thereby lose time. The number of gangs of wheel¬ 
ers that may be used on a given piece of work depends entirely 
upon the number of dumping places. The ground should be plowed 
in strips of not less than the width of the scraper bowl and while 
the scrapers are filling on one strip the plow man should be plow¬ 
ing another strip. In this way all the teams and men are at work 
—no one waiting for another. The size of the plow to be used de¬ 
pends upon the nature of the soil. 

See that all bolts on the scraper are kept tight and all bearings 
well lubricated.

Instructions for Operating Fresno 
Scrapers. 

I N loose soil it is not necessary to plow in ad¬ 
vance of the Fresno Scraper, but where the 
ground is heavy and compact it should be plowed 
thoroughly, leaving no uncut ridges between the 
furrows. 

The Fresno is loaded by dragging it through the 
loose ground. The depth of the cut, or suck, is 
governed by the position of the draw bar hooks. 
The deepest cut is secured by locating the hooks 
in the top holes. 

The depth of the cut is also regulated by lifting 
up or bearing down on the lever when the scraper 
is filling. 

When starting to fill the scraper the lever is rais¬ 
ed until the bit catches in the ground, then the 
forward motion of the team completes the loading. 

When the scraper is filled the weight of the load 
and the pull of the team rock it back so it rides to 
the dump on the bottom runners. 

The dumping is accomplished by elevating the 
lever until the scraper rocks forward on the broad 
front shoes. If it is desired to dump the load in a 
heap, attach the cross bar in the rear notches in 
the angle runner. If it is desired to spread the 
load in a thin layer, attach the cross bar in the 
front notches. Various intermediate adjustments 
are provided for by the series of notches.

T HE frame is of the one piece type, made of a continuous 
piece of steel tubing of the best quality and extending 
around in front of the wheel to form a wheel guard and pro¬ 
vide a forward dumping rest. 

The wheel is the durable Sidney type. Heavy upset 
spokes are firmly riveted to the tire. The wheel is then set 
in a chill, a double strength pipe hub inserted and molten 
metal poured in to join the spokes and the hub in a solid 
union that is 100?o rigid. When so ordered Sidney wheels 
are furnished with oilless, hardwood bashings. 

The spindle is cold rolled steel, %" in diameter, ana is 
much stronger than soft steel ordinarily used for this purpose.

An offset in the frame between the front 
tray bolts and the wheel permits us to locate 
the tray over the wheel without reducing the 
clearance between the tray and the wheel, thus 
transferring approximately one-third of the 
weight from the workman’s arms to the wheel.
